6 Basques Sentenced to Die; 
Prison Terms Imposed on 15 


Condemned 
Vow to Fight 
To the Last 

By Richard Elder 

BURGOS. Spain, Dee. 28 fNYT'. 
— Six Basques were condemned to 
death, today by a court-martial 
panel on charges of banditry and 
of complicity in the killing of a 
police inspector. 

The sentences, issued In this Icy 
upland city on the day that Spain 
celebrates the Feast of the Holy 
rnniwnte. was far harsher than 


even the hardest-line Spanish polit- 
ical circles had expected. Three 
of the death sentences were, in 
fact, double ones, with the court 
deciding that the accused had com- 
mitted separate crimes of murder 
and banditry. 

In addition to the death sen- 
tences. 15 of the 16 defendants, 
members or adherents of ETA. the 
Basque guerrilla organization, 
received jail terms totaling 519 
years, 6 months and 4 days. These 
ranged from a minimum of 12 
years to a maximum, in two cases, 
of two death penalties and 30 
years in jail One of two women 
among the 15 received a 50-year 
sentence. 

16th Defendant 

The 16 th defendant, also a 
woman, for whom the prosecution 
had asked remission, was, in fact, 
absolved. Eight jail sentences 
were lighter than the prosecution 
ha-1 asked. In several instances, 
however, tnrinriing the doublg 
death penalties, the sentences were 
actually harsher than those asked 
by the prosecutor. 

The accused, who remained in 
prison here in Burgos, were report- 
ed by lawyers who visited them to 
have taken the news of the sen- 
tences , calmly. .The visitors later 
smuggled out. .the- following" state- 
ment: 

“This brutal sentence has not 
affected our revolutionary morale. 
We bad expected as much from 
Fascism. We shall continue our 
fight to the end. We call upon 
the" world, upon everyone with 
humane sentiments, to do what he 
can in order to avoid this new 
crime of Fascism. Com Euzkadi 
askatuta [Long live the Basque 
nation].” 

To take effect, the sentences 
must be ratified by the commander 
of the Burgos Military District, Lt.

U.S. Army in West Germany 
To Boycott Racist Housing 


HEIDELBERG. West' Germany, 
Dec. 28 IAF). — The UE. Army's 
Europe headquarters announced 
today a plan to blacklist off-post 
housing units in West Germany 
where landlords practice racial 
discrimination against American 
servicemen. 

A directive from Gen. James H. 
Folk, the commander, said local 
installation commanders have been 
ordered to establish housing refer- 
ral offices to -oversee on-the-ecan- 
omy housing. 

"Incoming.. personnel eligible to 
live on the economy will be requir- 
ed to report to the referral offices, 
where they will obtain -listings of 
available housing, and 'a. list, of 
properties which 'are off limits, ” an 
Army spokesman said. 

The office will inspect apart- 
ments and housing . units offered 
to servicemen and Insure that “cer- 


tain standards of cleanliness and 
sanitation are met,” the spokesman 
said. 

The office, he said, “also will 
study the validity of complaints of 
racial discrimination and remove 
violating establishments from all 
housing referral lists." 

Final approval to place housing 
units on off-limits lists must come 
from the Army Europe headquar- 
ters in Heidelberg. 

"Once a property has been plac- 
ed off limits ... no U.S. military 
or civilian employees (of the 
Army) may enter Into contract to 
occupy the dwelling,” the spokes- 
man said. 

Increasing complaints by service- 
men of over-priced apartments and 
racial discrimination in rentals 
resulted in the revised housing 
policy, the spokesman added. 


SAINT-JEAN-DE-LUZ, France. 
Dec. 28 {Reuters). — The leader of 
a Basque aid organization here 
warned today that the verdicts in 
the Burgos trial will have terrible 
consequences. He was echoed by 
exiled Basque leaders elsewhere. 

"Our brothers will be avenged." 
said Telesforo de Monzon, president 
of the Anai-Artaa Basque aid or- 
ganization, which has its head- 
quarters here. 

Mr. de Monzon, weeping as he 
spate to a reporter in his house 
here, called on all men and women 
to demonstrate against the Burgos 
verdicts. 

"Let all the bells to our towns 
and villages ring," he said. 

Border Precautions 

Travelers crossing from Spain 
to France said they had seen 
Spanish police carefully searching 
some people at the border. 

No special precautions were 
visible on the French side, nor at 
the Spanish consulate in Bayonne, 
near the border. It was. however, 
closed in the early afternoon, 
police said. 

In London. Basque exile leader 
jordi Vilanova warned tonight that 
the death sentences will have a 
catastrophic reaction. 

“You can expect anything to 
happen now." he told reporters. 

The British government declined 
immediate comment on the Spanish 
military court's verdict. But the 
reaction in London diplomatic 
circles was one of shock, especially 
in view of the Christmas Day re- 
lease of West German Consul En- 
gen Beihl by his Basque national- 
ist kidnappers. 

About 300 persons gathered out- 
side the Spanish Embassy in Bel- 
grave Square, some of them chant- 
ing "assassin" and "Franco out.” 
Policemen stood by and the win- 
dows of the embassy had been 
shuttered. 


Reaction in France 
PARIS. Dec. 28 (AF) . — The Paris 
delegation of the Spanish Basque 
government in exile today said 
"we are staggered by the verdict" 
of the court-martial at Burgos. 

“We are staggered," the state- 
ment said; "because everyone be- 
lieved that the holiday season, 
which encourages kindness— the 


members of the ETA gave proof of 
this— would determine a similar 
sentiment among those who gave 
the judgment at Burgos. . . ." 

Two of France's largest trade- 
union federations meanwhile called 
on workers to hold a token 30- 
minute strike tomorrow morning in 
protest against the Burgos death 
sentences.

To Russians to Spare 2 Jews 


Vatican city. Dec. 28 rupr. 
—The Vatican announced today 
that it has appealed to Soviet au- 
thorities for clemency for two 
Jews sentenced to die by a Lenin- 
grad court, the first time the 
Vatican has publicly announced 
such on appeal to Moscow. 

Tha Vatican newspaper, L’Os- 
servawre Romano, said that Pope 
Pauli VI had received “numerous" 
appeals to intervene on behalf of 
Marls Dymshlts and Eduard Kuz- 
netsov, sentenced to die last week 
for their roles In an unsuccessful 
aerial hi] act plot. 

“. . .The Holy See has no official 
relations with the Soviet Union 
the newspaper said, ''but we are 
in a position to assure that [the 
Holy See] is trying. , . whatever is 
within its possibilities to respond 
to the appeals it has received.” 

The Vatican newspaper did not 
refer to Mr. Dymshlts and Mr. 
Kuznetsov as Jews but called them 
"Soviet citizens." 

The Rome newspaper. H Ues- 
sa^gero. said that the Vatican ap- 
peal was made in a note handed 


to a Soviet diplomat in an un- 
identified European country. 

Vatican sources said that they 
could not recall any similar appeal 
to Soviet authorities. They added 
that it was possible that there had 
been others made without any 
publicity or announcement. 

Meanwhile, about 3,000 demon- 
strators marched through central 
Rome to the Soviet Embassy 
chanting. “Assassins, assassins." 
They scuffled briefly with riot 
police blocking the embassy door.

Clash in New York 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28 (DPT.—

Mr. Mohieddine quoted 
the president as having said that 
his warnings about not extending 
the cease-fire unless there was 
concrete progress toward a peace 
settlement were not made merely 
for purposes of propaganda. 

Mr. Mohieddine, a left-winger 
who took part in the 1952 revolution 
led by the late President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser, said that Mr. Sadat 
had expressed readiness to take 
part In any genuine efforts for 
peace.

Cambodians Beat Back Reds

PHNOM PENH, Dec. 28 CUED.— 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
forces overran a government out- 
post 19 miles north of Phnom Penh 
early today, but were driven out 
after five hours of house-to-house 
combat, according to officers on 
the scene. 

The major in charge of govern- 
ment troops at the outpost of 
Rokar Kong on the west bank of 
the Mekong River said four of his 
men were killed and 11 wounded.

Mr. Laird also told newsmen that 
Infiltration into South Vietnam 
had decreased during 1970 but that, 
all over the Indochina area, the 
total amount of lzxfQtratfbn had 
remained the same as in 1960. He 
exp lained that the decrease in 
North - Vietnamese entering South 
Vietnam and Laos was made up by 
a large increase of infiltration into 
southeastern Cambodia. 

During the press conference. Sec- 
retary Laird also told newsmen 
He believed the draft for 1971 
would be lower than it -was in 
1970. During the last year, 263,500 
men were drafted.

48 per 
cent less than the number in 1968 
and 36 percent, lew; than the num- 
ber flown in 1969. 

Salaries would be. increased 
to 5 percent during 1971. the first 
step in a series of. efforts to ruse 
the military pay scale and prepare 
for' an all-volunteer army. 

The Soviet Union has slowed 
the. rate of construction, of its giant 
SS-9 intercontinental ballistic mis- 
sile and. will not soon have 300 of 
these missiles in place. Earlier in 
the_year, Mr. Laird had predicted 
that the Russians would have more 
than 30(fcSS-9s. 

Military spying on civilians 
would be stopped and a new reor- 
ganization of intelligence machin- 
ery might result, in a tightening 
of controls on security checks run 
on military personnel and civilians 
connected with the Pentagon.

H-Bomb Expert’s ‘Confession’ 


False-Front, But Legal, Units 
Helped Pay Senator’s Costs 


Teller Says He Opposed Use of A-Bomb 


By Victor Cohn. 

CHICAGO, Dec. '28 (Wp).— 

Called a “Dr. Strangelove” by 
young new left scientists. Dr. Ed- 
ward Teller openly agonized yes- 
terday* over his role in dropping 
toe A-bomb and said he "un- 
fortunately” let J. Robert Op- 
penheimer talk him out of lead- 
ing a petition against it. 

The face of. toe fammu physicist 
— devastating witness against Dr. 
Oppenheimer later in the security 
hearings of the 1950s— was tight 
and -grim as bo told the story. 

His audience was astounded at 
what can only be described as a 
confession of guilt from a physicist 
who has always fiercely defended 
all of Tiis role in making A-bombs 
and H-bombs. 

In effect, they were hearing the 
man sometimes called "father of 
the H-bomb” say that toe man 
regarded by many as an exemplar 


of peace, the late Dr. Oppenheimer, 
was really toe bomb-monger in 
1945. 

The occasion was the annnai 
meeting of toe American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Science. A panel of scientists was 
talking about science’s “generation 
gap.” 

A group of young dissidents were 
preparing to picket Dr. Teller and 
give him their armim.! “Dr. 
Strangelove Award” in recognition 
of “Ids services in the cause of 
war.” Dr. Teller, a refugee from 
Hitler's Europe, served under Dr. 
Oppenheimer at toe Manhattan 
District's Los Alamos laboratory. 

The dissidents were largely mem- 
bers of Scientists and Engineers 
for Social and Political Action, 
whose slogan is “science for toe 
people.” Most are local students 
or faculty members.

Advocate of Power 

Lucius Mendel Rivers believed in 
a mighty America. He considered 
tanks and ships. and planes essen- 
tial for the country’s survival. And 
be thought the power should be 
used readily and unsparingly 
against the nation's enemies. 

He was unmoved and unabashed 
by the anti-military and anti-war 
sentiments that gained increasing 
currency during bis last years and, 
indeed, was confident that events 
would , sustain his more aggressive 
views. 

As. chairman- of toe. House Com- 
mittee on Armed Services, a post 
he held Tor toe last five years, he 
brought under his wing every man 
and. every institution engaged in 
the. defense effort and thought its 
importance entitled them to a cer- 
tain . leeway and forgiveness. 

He considered It his responsibili- 
ty— not the Defense Department's 
— to raise and oversee the spending 
of the tens of billions . of dollars 
these men and institutions required 
each year, and he did so with con- 
siderable national and global effect. 

Mr. Rivers was born Sept. 28, 
1905, in Granville. S.C„ a cross- 
roads near Charleston, and in some 
ways" he came to embody much of 
toe temper and style associ at ed 
with that aristocratic part city and 
its leading citizens. 

Mri Rivera had an expletive tem- 
per. and he could be bullying in 
committee and harsh on the floor. 
But be also possessed a sense of 
humor (including, a colleague said, 
toe ability -to laugh at himself) and 
a soft, ea / charm. 

' Worked His Way 
His father, a turpentine-stm 
operator and farmer, died when 
toe son was eight, and Mr. Rivers 
worked his way through three years 
at toe College of Charleston and 
two at- the University of South 
Carolina Law School. 

He was admitted to the bar in 
1932. and from 1953 to 1936 he 
served in toe South Carolina House 
of Representatives. He then worked 
four years as a special attorney 
far the United States Department 
of Justice. 

He won election to Congress on 
Nov. 8, 1910. and, with the help of 
James F. Byrnes, then a power- 
fill South Carolina senator, obtain- 
ed an. "empty seat on the old Naval 
Affairs Committee. 

He emerged as perhaps the least 
conservative member of South 
Carolina’s congressional delegation. 
He supp orted housing subsidies, 
the food stamp program, some anti- 
poverty bills and mass-transit 
measures.

He was still smarting from toe 
attack of another speaker, Robert 
Lewontin, a University of Chicago 
biologist, who had called him a 
“flunky of power” for his bomb- 
making. 

Lack of Reason 

Dr. Teller shook his head and 
said that — Just as he once was 
under attack from the Nazis — he 
was “now under attack from 
thoughtless individuals who do not 
know what they talk about and 
whose acts are about to induce 
violence and lack of reason.” 

Then he . made the confession 
that many who had known him 
for years had never heard. . 

The A-bomb was completed in 
mld-1945. The question was wheth- 
er to use it on Japan or s umm on 
toe Japanese to a demonstration 
of its awful power. 

"My friend, toe late Dr. Leo 
Szilard, a fellow Hungarian physi- 
cist, wrote me a letter,” Dr. Tel- 
ler stated. "He said, ‘sign this 
petition’ for a demonstration, not 
a bombing. I fully and heartily 
agreed,” but “unfortunately did 
what I thought I was supposed to 
do”— what he called his duty. 

Political Decision 

T took the piece of document 
to the director of the laboratory,” 
the late Dr. Oppe nhei mer, “who 
told me ‘Szilard is using his influ- 
ence as a scientist to Influence 
a political decision. This is wrong. 
Don’t you sign it. Don’t circulate 
it.’ 

“I made the great mistake of 
feeling relieved of my responsibil- 
ity.” 

But then. Dr. Teller maintained, 
something happened without his 
knowledge. “He (Oppenheimer) 
was on the committee” that ad- 
vised President Harry S. Truman 
to use the bomb (one of only two 
devices in existence then) in war. 

Dr. Oppenheimer was not only 
on the committee. Dr. Teller said, 
but “he had toe decisive influence 
to push aside toe suggestion of 
demonstrating before using the 
atomic explosive. And the great- 
est opportunity in history was 
missed.” 

Other historians have credited 
Mr. Truman ’himsgif and his Sec- 
retary of War, Henry L. Stimson, 
with decisive roles In the decision. 

But Dr. Teller’s main point yes- 
terday— despite what he called his 
huge “mistake” — was to say that 
he Tiari still done the only job 
that he could do. bomb-making, 
in a country where political leaders 
have to make toe political deci- 
sions. 

Scientific Secrecy 

A scientist, he said, can never 
tell whether his work will be used 
for good or Sj.. He turned to a 
co- panelist. Dr. Albert Szent- 
Gyorgyi, discoverer of vitamin C. 
who explained that his peaceful 
discovery was used by toe Ger- 
mans in World War II to keep 
U-boat crews at sea longer. 

But all scientific secrecy, even 
missile and H-bomb secrecy, said 
Dr. Teller — as he has said before 
— should be completely abolished, 
so the public can know "what it's 
really all about.” to help make the 
political decisions. 

The scientist, he concluded, can 
only speak up as & citizen on 
political matters, but not— here too 
he disagreed with Mr. Lewontin — 
“refuse” to do certain jobs or even 
“sabotage” them.

The identity of the donors was 
kept hidden by sending the funds 
through false-front groups set up 
in Washington. 

David R. Jones, Mr. Buckley’s 
campaign manager, said the com- 
mittees were created to conceal the 
names of donors. “That's the only 
reason.” he said. 

The dummy committees were 
found in campaign reports to the 
Senate that also showed that seven 
of President Nixon’s ambassadors 
made large donations for key 
Republican Senate races. 

At least part of this diplomatic 
aid was routed through a fund- 
raising operation rim by a former 
White House political strategist. 
Jack A. Gleason. 

The ambassadors to Britain. 
Austria. Switzerland, Ireland, New 
Zealand. Luxembourg and the 
Netherlands are listed on official 
records as contributing to Republi- 
can races in at least five states. 

But Mr. Gleason refused to dis- 
cuss his role and told a newsman: 
“I don’t talk to the press. Get out. 
Ill call the cops.” 

Mr. Jones said the Buckley cam- 
paign had no link to Mr. Glea- 
son's operation and had no help 
from President Nixon. / 

More than 50 committees were 
set up in Washington. These gave 
$3,000 to each of 100 more com- 
mittees set up at toe county level 
in New York, with almost all the 
money pouring in on a single day 
— the Friday before toe election. 
The $300,000 was moved into Mr. 
Buckley’s campaign the same day. 

The Conservative campaign got 
nearly $100,000 more from the 
"D.C. Buckley for Senator TV 
Committee” plus additional dona- 
tions from six other D.C. groups. 
The names of toe real donors 
stayed hidden because a loophole 
in the law allows fund-raising 
committees set up In the nation's 
capital to avoid filing a public 
report. 

Through the device. Mr. Buckley 
got $423,519 — more than a fifth 
of the total of his $2 million cam- 
paign.

Soviet Police Used Sex Traps 
On Diplomats, Defector Says 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 28 (AP).— 
KGB. the Soviet secret police, is 
described in testimony made public 
yesterday by Senate investigators 
as keeping an unending supply of 
young girls to try to seduce foreign 
diplomats in hopes of blackmailing 
them.

“I am sorry to say to you West- 
ern people,” he added, "this basic 
thing, this axiom: When you are 
coming to the UBHJEL. you must 
control each of your moves, each 
of your actions.” 

Mr. Karlin, who was extensively 
questioned by British. French and 
American intelligence agents after 
his defection, said: “The KGB is 
pretty strong, and probably a little 
bit bigger than CIA, but I would 
say that KGB bad made a lot of 
mistakes, a lot of idiotic mistakes." 

He named some highly placed 
diplomats and their wives as he 
told of love affairs and seductions 
and attempted seductions. Some of 
his Information, he said, was first- 
hand and some only hearsay.

Mr. Dean said he was right two- 
thirds of the time in tests with, toe 
scuba diver, all the time with toe 
friend In France. Statistically, he 
should have been right only half 
the time. 

This could be converted into 
Morse code, he said, using the emo- 
tion-packed names for dots and 
nothing far a dash. “This provides 
a basis for a communications chan- 
nel using no wires, no telegraph 
key, no radio, only ESP. 

Corporate Gains 

Mr. Dean also reported that two 
studies showed that corporate ex- 
ecutives both believe in ESP and 
use it to make decisions “involving 
millions of dollars of their com- 
panies’ money ” He added that toe 
executives whose companies had 
doubled their profits over five 
years believed and used ESP more 
than the ones whose companies 
had lost money. 

Dr. Montague UUman, a psychi- 
atrist at M aimonides Medical Cen- 
ter in Brooklyn. N.Y., and Charles 
Honorton, a research associate 
there, described how sleeping sub- 
jects dreamed about postcard re- 
productions of paintings being 
studied by a “sender” in another 
room. 

This bad worked in seven out of 
ten cases, they said, and in the 
last test, the “sender” was 14 miles 
away.

Breughel Works 
Among Loot in 
Belgian Art Theft 

COURTRAI, Belgium, Dec. 28 
(AP).— Thieves looted a Belgian 
art collector's villa here of paint- 
ings and Japanese statues valued at 
$400,000 on Christinas Eve, the 
police said today. 

But they dropped an nThnm of 
Picassos, valued at $100,000, on the 
pavement outside the house as they 
left. 

The works were stolen from the 
residence of carpet manufacturer 
Carl Depoortere while he was out. 
The theft was discovered by Mr. 
Depoortere’s housekeeper when she 
arrived early Christmas morning, 
the police said. 

The loot included paintings by 
the older and younger Breughel, 
Hendrikus Bol and other Flemish 
school artists and Dias. The police 
said toe burglars destroyed a 
Breughel wood painting. 

Also taken were small Japanese 
wood and ivory statues and a 
sculpture by Henry Moore.

vs. Oration 


The decision of the Israeli government to 
Join Indirect talks with Egypt and Jordan 
through the medium cf Gunnar Jarring is 
wise. And if it would have been wiser If 
that decision had been made much earlier, 
abstract wisdom plays little part in what is 
commonly known as statesmanship; emotion, 
and the interplay of power, political and 
military, are fax more important In the 
clashes of nations. 

Whatever advantages may flow from the 
Jarring discussions lies In the fact that 
they will, presumably, be genuine negotia- 
tions. During the past months of the cease- 
fire. there have been many public statements 
of position by influential persons In both 
Israel and the Arab world. But they have 
been orations, directed, for the most part, 
at other audiences than the governments 
directly concerned. And their tendency has 
been to Inhibit, rather than advance, the 
cause of peace. 

This does not mean that there will be any 
magical transformation of the Middle East- 
ern situation because serious talks begin, 
any more than the Paris negotiations 
brought Southeast Asia perceptibly closer to 
a settlement. The same conditions that 
inspired the oratory win affect the negotia- 
tions— and, as Paris again proved, public 
oratory can accompany, and hinder, nego- 
tiation. 

It is therefore not to be assumed that 


Israel’s demand for strategic frontiers will be 
markedly altered by Egypt’s willingness to 
see Israeli frontiers guaranteed by a four- 
power accord— provided those frontiers do 
not mean the sacrifice of “an inch of land,'* 
as President Sadat of Egypt put it For 
guarantees have not preserved the peace in 
the Middle East during the past 20 years, 
nor Is President Sadat's contention that no 
government on his side could survive the 
entrance into diplomatic relations with 
Israel reassuring as to the long-term pros- 
pects for any settlement. 

Nevertheless, to talk is better than to 
fight (which would also apply to Vietnam, if 
Hanoi would agree to a cease-fire). It is 
better to allow the various pressures at 
work In the Middle East to express them- 
selves in diplomatic formulae than In public 
exchanges of mutual defiance. Out of those 
formulae might — Just might — arise some par- 
ticular set of words that would break the 
deadlock. 

Both sides could come to recognize the 
cost they are paying for the current state 
of war, could come to understand the wis- 
dom of Napoleon nrs comment that in 
matters of policy one must never say never. 
If the Paris talks demonstrate how difficult 
it Is to reconcile the Irreconcilable. Bonn 
has shown In negotiations with Moscow and 
Warsaw that realism can make progress. 
The first should be a warning to the Jarring 
discussions — the second can give it hope. 


Dr. Moyuihan’s FareweD Address 


Tis the season, to be jolly, and also 
generous, reflective and constructive. It is 
also a traditional time of stock-taking. Dr. 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan’s farewell to the 
White House last week was delivered to a 
closed-door gathering which included the 
President and the cabinet and the sub- 
cabinet; but it was tape-recorded with a 
view to making it public later on (depending, 
presumably, on what Dr. Moynlhan had to 
say). 

As it turned out, what the Nixon admin- 
istration's most distinguished Democratic 
member had to say on his departure after 
two years as a counselor to the President 
on domestic affairs was just about the 
headiest stuff we’ve encountered this holiday 
season— or any other for that matter. Dr. 
Moynihan’s regard for Mr. Nixon is not Just 
effusive; it is without reservation of any 
kind. The President's men, he allows, have 
not always paid attention to their chieftain’s 
words, nor supported his purposes with suf- 
ficient ardor or comprehension of what it 
is he is trying to do. But the President . . . 
well, the superlatives begin with his Inau- 
gural Address — the “most commanding call 
to governance that the nation has heard 
in the long travail that Is not yet ended.” 

And the record of achievement runs on, 
and on. It began, we are told, with "a 
critique of government the like of which has 
not been heard in Washington since Wood- 
row Wilson.” Then came “in one message 
after another to the Congress, the funda- 
ments of governmental reform.” And final- 
ly, the results: a war has receded; the pros- 
pects of arms control and a generation of 
peace are now real; the cold war is on the 
wane; racial rhetoric has cooled; civil 
disobedience and protest have waned; urban 
Violence “has all but disappeared.” 

Well, that isn't exactly our vision of things. 


or our reading of the last two years— of 
Cambodia and of Kent State; of the judg- 
ments of the Scranton commission and of 
the emergence of the protesters on the right; 
of the turmoil in the universities last spring 
and of the national mood right now. But 
never min d; there will be other official 
recapitulations of the last two years to be 
examined at a later date. For now it Is 
enough to note, and applaud, one piece of 
advice which Dr. Moynlhan left behind. 
Citing the observation of a Swiss historian 
that ours would be the age of “the great 
simplifiers,’’ he said that what we need 
“are great complexlflers, men who will not 
only seek to understand what It is they are 
about, but who will also dare to share that 
understanding with those for whom they 
act." 

Leaving aside whether Dr. Moynlhan 
exactly followed his own prescription in his 
farewell address, this Is sound advice to an 
administration which talks of “ending the 
war In Vietnam” and "achieving a just 
peace”; which ; campaigns against . rock-' 
throwing militants as though they were the 
root of everything that’s wrong with society; 
which makes baldly regional appeals on the 
raw issue of race; which counts Vice-Presi- 
dent Agnew as one of Its great rhetorical 
assets. Dr. Moynlhan might have been Just 
a little bit more all-encompassing in his 
indictment of the great simplifiers of our 
times. 

But his was a farewell address so allowance 
should be made for that. And this Is, as 
we said at the start, the season to be jolly 
and reflective and constructive and gener- 
ous, and Fat Moynlhan has been all of these 
things in two official Incarnations In Wash- 
ington, which is why we would like to add.

To Be in England

L O ND O N.— The loyalty-security 
proceedings that soiled the 
1950s hi America have faded in 
most of our memories to the level 
of nightmares. When we read 
about the Oppenheimer case now, 
we find it hard to believe that 
the legal and q/h\kM establish- 
ment ever accepted, such an ap- 
paratus of unknown accusers, 
secret evidence and undefined 
standards of guilt. 

It is surprising, therefore, and 
depressing, to find a British gov- 
ernment at the end of the year 
1970 using -the same tactics' in the 
name of security.

Dutschke Is remembered as a 
radical student leader in West 
Berlin. Two years ago he was 
shot In the bead and almost killed.

Then, suddenly, the 
Home Secretary, Reginald Maud- 
ling, moved to deport him. 

Before Christinas a special im- 
migration tribunal held a week of 
hearings on whether Dutschke 
should be allowed to stay in Brit- 
ain or made to leave.

Two Shocking Trials 

Two trials that shocked the world reached 
their climaxes in Russia and in Spain during 
the Christmas holidays. Now that Mr. Delhi’s 
kidnappers have released him It must be 
hoped that Gen. Franco will show leniency. 
It would be expedient as well as merciful 
for him to do so. Savage sentences would 
cause upheavals in the Basque provinces 
and in other parts of Spain. In addition, 
Gen. Franco’s grudging plans for the entry 
of a more liberal Spain into NATO and the 
European communities would be set back 
by decades. 

Depressing as the condition of Franco's 
Spain is shown to be, the Leningrad trial 
comes as a reminder of the grim and almost 
unrelieved gloom In Russia. The Burgos 
trial was open, and produced damaging al- 
legations of torture, until in the final stages 
the accused disrupted the proceedings. The 
Leningrad trial was, to all intents and pur- 
poses, held in secret. Even more disturbing 
is the anti-Semitic campaign with which this 
trial is closely and perhaps solely related. 
There are reasons for believing that the 
whole alleged hijack plot was a secret police 
plant.

LONDON, Dec. 28 (Reuters).— 
Most of Western Europe lay under 
a mantle of snow today--after-;in 
some cases the heaviest snowfalls 
in 50 years. 

Traffic was disrupted, offices andj 
factories were' closed thousands 
sought refuge in public buildings 
and several villages Were cut off. 

[The worst consequence of the 
weather was in Alfes." in southern 
France, AP reported. Electricity 
failure caused by heavy snowfalls 
trapped 600 miners underground 
in a pit when the mine elevators 
stopped. 

[The trapped miners were brought 
to the surface safely tonight, when 
power was restored. Thor had suf- 
fered no ill effects. Officials were! 
hi ■ telephone contact .with the 
trapped men, who were, mot In any 
immediate danger, and preparations 
had been made to lower food and 
blankets to them If the power 
failure was prolonged, AP said. 

[The electricity failure was af- 
fecting about 100,W)0 people 
throughout the region, it added.! 

In Britain, low temperatures 
and forecasts of more snow com- 
bined to keep millions at home, 
and many factories and offices did 
not open. About 150,000 miles of 
roads were covered with Ice and 
snow. 

Snow -and ice covered much of 
France and the heaviest snowfall 
in 50 years was reported in the 
Rhone Valley. A blizzard hit the 
southeastern Drome and Ardeche 
regions, forcing thousands to seek 
refuge and cutting off several vil- 
lages. • 

Greek Ship Sinks 

[AP reported that in Naples, the 
1.100-ton Greek freighter Tropeo- 
foros sank after waves had batter- 
ed it against a wharf. His crew 
of 14 had left the 'ship.] 

Snow blanketed much of north- 
ern Italy after the worst falls this 
century, severely disrupting traf- 
fic but bringing smiles from, skiers. 
Snow an d ice were snarling traffic 
even in such large cities as Turin 
and Milan. 

Milan’s Lin ate Airport, closed 
overnight, was roepened this, morn- 
ing after being cleared of snow, 
but the city’s other airport, 7 Mal- 
pensa, remained- snowbound and 
closed. 

[UPI reported that water rose 
more than four feet above, sea 
level In Venice today, flooding St 
Mark’s Square and touching off 
emergency sirens to warn business- 
men to get goods, off ground-floor 
display shelves. 

I The city of Terni. with a popu- 
lation of 95,072, was hit by gale 
force winds, then a tornado, then 
a mild earthquake within a few 
hours. No. injuries were reported, 
but officials said television aerials, 
billboards and windows were blown 
down or broken. 

[Helicopters carried food and 
water -supplies to inhabitants of 
four isolated central Italian villages 
where snow had been fa ll i ng , since 
before Christmas.! - 

A 15-foot-hlgh snowdrift blocked 
the main Paris-Marsdlles railway 
line in southeast Prance today. The 
drift on the rail line, which also 
links Ly ons, with the "two cities,' 
extended for 50 yards, just north 
of Valence. .. 

Metoy provinces of 'Spain shivered 
under the worst snowfall and 
lowest temperatures in many years. 
Authorities blamed the conditions 
for six deaths. 

Heavy snowfalls blocked 14 
pftsspie across the Swiss Alps, in- 


cluding the Simplon, St. Gotthard 
and Great St. Bernard, Most of 
the snow affected the east and 
southeast of the country and fore-' 
castexs predicted more for soufh of 
the Alps. 

Ixi AiLStria, a sultry warm wind 
raised temperatures to well above 
freezing over the Tyrol in western 
Austria and siding conditions were 
not expected to improve until the 
'wind dropped, tomorrow. But snow 
in southern Austria improved ski 
conditions there. , 

Snow-covered roads were blamed 
for the deaths of 14 people in 
Holland over the- three-day Christ- 
mas' holiday and in Sweden the 
death toll of 28 was -the highest 
since 1965,1 the Road Traffic Asso- 
ciation said. 

One inch, of snow fell in Paris 
today and played -havoc with the 
city’s traffic. Berlin also was hit 
by snow squalls and streets were 
iced. 

Elsewhere in Central Europe there 
were snowstorms or the border 
between Eastern Germany and 
Czechoslovakia with high winds 
pilin g up deep drifts under falling 
temperatures. 

The big freeze hit northern 
Italy where, at Vcghera. 60-year- 
old Cesare Ontario was crushed to 
death beneath a snowplow his son 
was using to . clear a path to their 
home.

Sicilian Nuns 
Leave Order 
To Help Poor

ROME, Dec. 28 (NYT). — The 
Vatican has authorized a group of 
nuns to leave their convents in 
Sicily, move .to the industrial 
north, live in communities, 

work In. factory jobs and help local 
Roman Catholic pastors in their 
religious and relief activities. 

Forty-three members of the 
Servants of the Poor have .so far 
Uaken .-part to. the exodus. The 
order, which. before the split com- 
prised 710 nuns in 89 convents, has 
its general house in P alerm o and 
includes in its' duties the care of 
young girls. 

Tfae Vatican's Sacred Congrega- 
tion far the Religious and Secular 
Institutes, the .Reman Catholic 
Church's department supervising 
orders and similar organizations, 
dispensed the dissident S i ci lian 
nuns from their vows of poverty, 
chastity and obedience after 
months of controversy in Palermo. 

The nonconformist nuns came in 
conflict with their superiors when 
they . encouraged young girls in 
their charge to enroll in public, 
rather than in parochial, schools, 
attend dances and take an active 
interest, in the plight of Palermo 
slum dwellers and other . social 
problems. : ■ 

Request Denied 

Earlier - this .year, a group of 
Servants of the Poor.' petitioned the 
Vatican -'for permission to. establish 
an autonomous branch of the order 
to be able to put their progressive 
ideas into practice. The request 
was denied. 

Later, a group of- the discontented 
nuns traveled to Turin, where many 
Sicilian workers have settled aur- 
ing the last few years, and asked 
the city’s archbishop, Michele 
Cardinal Pellegrino, for help. 

Cardinal Pellegrino said in a 
Christmas homily Friday that "he 
had decided to back the dissident 
Sicilian nuns, after consultation 
with the Vatican, in the hope that 
they may be able to assist poor 
people, especially southern im- 
migrants in the north. 

Religions Life 

The cardinal stated that the nuns 
who had moved to Turin were 
determined to live “a religious life, 
meaning that they would re m ai n 
unmar ried, adopt a life style of 
austerity and modesty and follow 
the instructions given them by 
church authorities. 

A Vatican expert said that the 
commitment of the former nuns, 
although acknowledged by the 
church, was temporary and tha? 
they were free to change their 
minds at any time. The expert 
explained: “They are no longer 
nuns, but members of a new-type 
PY perirnentai religious communi ty 
for which church legislation so 
far Is vague and Incomplete. 1 ' 

Many of the former nuns are 
reported to have found jobs In or 
Dear Turin. Borne of them have 
also enrolled at Turin University 
and are working as pastoral as- 
sistants in various parishes of the 
Turin archidiocese. 


48 Are Saved, 
28 Lost in Two 
Dramas at Sea 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28 (UPD. — 
A severe Atlantic storm split one 
on tanker in two and a second was 
reported sinking today as Coast 
Guard and rescue vessels picked 
up survivors. 

At least 48 crewmen from the 
two stricken vessels have been 
picked up. hut 28 are missing, in- 
cluding one man lost in a rescue 
attempt from another ship. 

Thirty-one cr e w m e n of the Fin- 
nish tanker Ragny were rescued 
today after spending the night on 
the stern section of their vessel. 
The 11,900-ton, 540-foot ship had 
split in two 600 miles east of Cape 
May, NJ. Six other crewmen of 
the Ragny were unaccounted for 
but might be clinging to the cap- 
sized bow section of the tanker. 

One crewman of the UJ5. mer- 
chant tanker Platte' was lost last 
night and six of his shipmates 
were injured when their lifeboat 
capsized as they tried to reach the 
Ragny's stern section. 

Coast Guard on Hand 

The 31 men taken from the 
stem of the Ragny were aboard 
the Coast Guard cutter Escanaba. 
The Ragny bad been bound from 
Ifreeport in the Bahamas to Trond- 
heim, Norway. 

The 1,918-ton, 644-foot Panama- 
nian tanker Chryssl radioed early 
today that It was stoking in heavy 
seas 450 miles southeast of Eliza- 
beth City. N.C. - ' 

A Norwegian vessel, the Ross 
Mount, later reported It had pick- 
ed up 17 survivors of the Chrysji, 
including the captain. The Coast 
Guard said 21 crew members still 
were missing. 

The Chryssi had been en route 
from Venezuela to Salem, Mass.

Iran Charges 
Iraqi Regime 
Directed Plot 


TEHRAN, Dec. 28 (Reuters).— 
A plot to. overthrow the Iranian 
government has been uncovered 
here, it was officially announced 
today. 

An Iranian security official said 
at a press conference that 25 people 
were being questioned about the 
alleged plot, which was said to be 
under the direction of Iraq's ruling 
Ba’athist regime and Iran's former 
security chief. 

He said the alleged plotters were 
expected to stand trial within the 
next four or live months. 

The former security chief said to 
have been behind the reported 
Iraqi Ba’athist plot was named 
as Gen. Teymour Bakhtiar. 

The official said that some of 
the arrested men had crossed Into 
Iran from Iraq to take . part in 
sabotage and guerrilla warfare af- 
ter receiving training at Iraqi mili- 
tary bases. 

. One of the arrested men, a 
former .Iranian student, Ahmad 


Sabourt was produced at the press 
conference. He told how he went 
to Baghdad with three other -Ira- 
nians and met Gen. Bakhtiar. The 
student said they returned to Iran 
with instructions to blow up key 
positions in Tehran and assassinate 
Iranian leaders. 

Reporters were told at the press 
conference that another 20 “pro- 
Chinese Communist elements" had 
been arrested for anti-state activ- 
ities and would also stand trial 
after Interrogation. 

Gen. Bakhtiar, exiled from Iran 
in 1962, was reported by Beirut 
newspapers to have been . assas- 
■stnated by an Iranian companion 
during a hunting trip In northern 
Iraq last August. 


•Western Imperialism* Accused 
TEHRAN, Dec. 28 (AP).— The 
Iranian security organization 
charged today that “red and black 
Western Imperialism” is directing 
and financing an Iranian stu- 
dents' confederation in Europe and 
the United States to implement a 
widespread campaign against the 
Tehran regime. 

Showing a picture of Mao Tse- 
tung with several confederation 
leaders he said were bared In 
Wet Germany — including executive 
member Khan Baha — the spokes- 
man also said that 17 students ar- 
rested lately have confessed that 
Gen. Bakhtiar told them in 
Baghdad before he was killed that 
oil companies are also financing 
anti-Iran campaigns. 


A Profound Remoteness- 
Sculpture From ‘God’s Land 9

is showing a fine collection of 
sculpture from South Arabia. 
More precisely, from, the Ye- 
men, an ancient kingdom which 
built up its vast wealth on the 
export of frankincense and 
myr r h ; and which was, because 
of tvio mountains, inhospitable 
and Inaccessible, so that there 
- grew up around it many myths, 
and it came to be called, by 
the ancient Egyptians, “God’s 
land." by the Greeks “Arabia 
Eudalmon,” by the Romans 

“Arabia Felix." 

For a land which was believ- 
ed to be the home of the gods, 
little enough interest was shown 
in it. It is recorded that the 
Egyptian Queen H&tshetsup 
sent an expedition there about 
the year 1500 B.C.; that In the 
first century before Christ the 
Roman Aellns Gafins explored 
the Yemeni Thereafter is a 
universal blank in the records 
until the arrival of the Danish 
explorer Carsten Niebuhr in 
1763. 'What is only now be- 
ginning to be properly discover- 
ed and. documented is, in the 
matter of sculpture at any rate, 
work of the highest order. 

Most of the sculptures are of 
alabaster, and can only roughly 
be dated between about 200 B.C. 
and AD. 500. Plaques with 
human heads, or heads of 
human beings, were In the 
earlier times geometric, in later 
periods venturing closer to 
portraiture of an individual nr\ti 


were . usually designed as fu- 
nerary sculpture. These were 
set up over the individual tombs, 
or. sometimes in niches In the 
family shrine, a foundation very 
similar to the family burial 
chapels or vaults in many of 
bar Bn giic>i churches. 

It Is quite clear Iran the 
works in the present show that 
frontal portraiture had reached, 
quite early In Yemeni culture, 
a high degree of accuracy, the 
eyes and hair sometimes inlaid 
with paste or shells to give cn 
added realism. The other large 
genre In Arabian sculpture is 
animal heads, especially the 
bull, the ax and the oryx, with, 
much more rarely, the body of 
the animal also. These were 
of three different irfrwtc — the 
symbol of the animal-beaded 
gods, the familiar totem which 
is represented on some funerary 
steles, and the roof decoration 
in the form of bull or oryx 
head. 

The qualities most evident, at 
least from the 50 works in th« 
show, are the serenity of the 
sculpture, and a kind of pro- 
found remoteness from the rest 
of humanity. One can, in tact, 
see quite clearly why this was, 
to the Egyptians, the Greeks 
and the Romans, the Land of 
God.

There is an equally remote 
and godlike quality about the 
sculpture of Jephan de ViHicrs, 
one of the artists in a group 
exhibition at the Archer Gal- 
lery, 23 Grafton Street. It is

He came closer than he knew, 
I suspect, to the heart of what 
is wrong with this "Bliss Me. 
Kate." It's a very pretty pro- 
duction, and “Kiss Me, Kate" 
was never a pretty musical. It 
was smart, tough, abrasive, a 
bit bawdy, with mare glint 
than glitter. Along with “Guys 
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William Shakespeare 

. . .brushed up 


and Dolls,” it was one of the 
least operetta-like of the musi- 
cals of the time, which is an- 
other way of saying that it was 
one of the most American. 
Peter Coe. its director at the 
Coliseum, and Michael Knight, 
the designer, possibly con- 
strained by the fact that they 
are dealing with an opera 
house and with opera singers, 
have tended to make an oper- 
etta out of it. 

To an American remember- 
ing rivid’y and affectionately 
the Broadway original, it lacks 
the pace, snap, bounce, exuber- 
ance and, above alL the jaunty 
swing of an idiomatic musical. 
Everybody works hard and well, 
but they don’t work Idiomat- 
ically. And because they don't 
work idiomatically, nothing 
quite works. The famous songs 
— ' "Wnnderbar," “So in Love." 
"Where Is the Life That Late 
I Led.” “it's Too Darned Hot" 
and "Always True to You, Dar- 
ling, to My Fashion." don’t go 
over. They don’t go over be- 
cause they are not put over, 
either musically or textually. 

Worst of all. the words are 
not put over. Ann Howard and 
Emile Belcourt, both excellent 
opera singers, give us, as opera 
singers are wont to do, more 
voice than verse. And a Cole 
Porter song without the Cole 
Porter words is less than half 
a song. It's partly a matter of 
vocal production and. In Mr. 
Belcourt's case, of a score that 


lies too low. it's partly the 
failure of the singers to make 
use of the six microphones 
ranged along the stage apron. 
And it's more than partly the 
fault of a sluggish and obtru- 
sive orchestra. One wanted to 
build a fire under the strings 
—and under the ballet, too — 
and douse the winds with 
water, not because they were 
too darned hot, but because 
they were too darned loud. 

But accepting this as an angli- 
cized — or Englished — “Kiss Me. 
Kate,” it is still a charming 
show. Not as exciting, not as 
exhilarating, not as f unny as 
the American original, but 
imaginatively, handsomely and 
Ingeniously staged, a treat for 
the eye while the ear is re- 
minded of what once was and 
still might be. 

In the case of the two gang- 
sters. here reincarnated as two 
bookies, one Cockney, the other 
Irish, there is no loss at all 
“Brush Up Your Shakespeare" 
Is the hit of the show. It was 
always a -hit to the original, 
too, although acknowledged to 
be a music-hall anachronism. 
In this Englished production It 
Is no flnaphrnm Lem . 


Meanwhile, the midi changed 
everything and to put the long 
look together became a tricky 
operation. Accessories made the 
X970 look and any girl worth 
her fashion salt had to have 
the bankrupting lot — boots, belts, 
chokers, butterfly jewelry, high- 
heeled shoes and even a new, 
1940-ish, vamp make-up. 

Pants suits, once a hot fash- 
ion issue, rated as a mild, classic 
uniform to which many women 
resorted as a way out of the 
long- versus- short battle. Knick- 
ers and capes became the most 
popular evening uniform. 

Even the underwear industry 
was affected by all these abrupt 
fashion changes. The mini bad 
already killed off the girdle and 
stockings combination, which 
was replaced by le collant 
(tights'. But the midi was even 
worse. Now that legs are hidden 
by boots and skirts, the girls 
don't buy new tights often. 
Rather, they stick to their old 
ones even if tights have runs 
in them, since the runs don't 
show. The bra, too. Is going. 
Since legs are out of sight, the 
girls tried to recoup by showing 
their breasts, au naturel, so to 
speak. The number of bra-less 
girls around Paris is so large 
that they are not attracting 
attention any more. 

The year 1970 was primarily a 
do-it-yourself fashion year. This 
wasn't exactly reassuring for 
most women, but it was fun in 
the sense that every woman has 
been free to turn herself out as 
best she could. 

The result has been somewhat 
messy at times but quite often 
it was colorful and imaginative.

It said that OPEC would in 
future consider 55 percent as the 
mtniTTm^n rate of taxation on thw 
net income of Western oil com- 
panies operating in the ten mem- 
ber countries. 

So far. taxation lias ranged from 
38 to 55 percent. The resolution 
means an increase to the currently 
highest taxation rate... 

OPEC also said It would dis- 
fcontinue granting special price al- 
lowances to some companies as of 
Jan. 1, 1973. 

- General Price Increase 

Another demand in forthcoming 
negotiations with Western oil com- 
panies will be a general increase 
of prices for crude on from the 
international majors, the inter- 
national independents and national 
(hon-Arab) companies, which, all 
have drilling rights in' the OPEC 
countries. 

.The OPEC members are: Iraq. 
Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, Libya, Iran, 
Qatar, Indonesia.

OPEC said separate talks would 
be held with the companies con- 
cerned In Tehran next month.

• A wage freeze would necessari- 
ly entail a price freeze, solidifying 
present imbalances and fatally de- 
terring the industrial Investment 
that is so badly needed. 

• It would put a premium on 
the militancy of power-seeking 
union activists at the factory' level 
who would promise workers more 
results from wildcat strikes and 
! industrial disruption than appeared 


likely to come from the efforts 
of responsible and official union 
leadership. 

Not only has it rejected an 
across-the-board wage and price 
freeze, but It has also adamantly 
set its face against any statutory 
or even voluntary direct wage and 
price controls. 

The rationale, as expressed by 
sources dose to Anthony Barber, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and 
Robert Carr. Minister of Employ- 
ment, is that a government in- 
comes policy has never worked 
anywhere else and did not work 
in Britain when it was tried by 
the former Labor government. 

The previous incomes policy had 
to be abandoned after a year or 
so. it is argued, and had only 
minor and temporary effect, quick- 
ly rerased by the wage settlements 
that ensued. Further, it magnified 
industrial troubles. 


To institute a new one would 
require more and more compulsion 
each year, the argument continues, 
which is exactly counter to the 
Tory social and economic policy. 

Finally, it is contended, it is 
Impossible to set an '’acceptable'' 
wage settlement figure. One that 
is really non -innationary would be 
so much below the going rate as 
to crumble in a matter of weeks 
while a higher rate would under- 
mine world confidence in Britain's 
ability to achieve an even keel. 

Rejection of the Incomes policy, 
it is freely conceded, means that 
the government has no other weap- 
on with which to attack wage 
Inflation except to dig its heels in. 

It can do this directly, however, 
only when it Is itself the effective 
paymaster, as In nationalized in- 
dustries. 

Thus, it sat out the power plant 
workers’ hugely disruptive slow- 
down pariipr this month, refusing 
to sanction a settlement above the 
10 percent Increase that had been 
offered. It thereby won a major 
victory In public opinion. The 
unions Involved called off the 
“work to rule” order and agreed 
to go to an impartial court of 
Inquiry which will make a wage 
recommendation. 

The government hopes the af- 
fair will torn out to be a “water- 
shed” in its fight against Inflation, 
proving that a show of industrial 
force will not bring about higher 
settlements. 

The proof should soon be at 
hand, because January will be a 
crucial period, with wage demands 
coming up for firemen, police, gas 
workers, water workers and rail- 
wayman in the public sector, and 
auto workers in private industry. 
In the latter area, the government 
can do no more than set on exam- 
ple which it hopes will give courage 
to the industrialists to resist exces- 
sive pay demands.

It was a solid gain for the mar- 
ket generally on the first trading 
after Christmas. Winners on the 
New York Stock Exchange out- 
paced losers by 909 to 429 as air- 
lines. railroads, steels, tobaccos and 
retail issues moved In the fore- 
front of the advance, along with 
selected glamour and blue-chip 
stocks. 

The Big Board scored G5 highs 
and. not a single low. Another sta- 
tistic underscoring the strength of 
tlie market was the actire list, 
where American Electric Power, off 
1/2 to 29. was the only stock that 
went down. 

Basic reasons for the market's 
surge — which actually lock up 
where Thursday's pre-Christmas 
session left off— were the trend 
toward lower interest rates, the 
slackening of tax-selling pressures 
and the hopes for an improved 
domestic economy in 2572. 

Utility Average at High 

The Dow Jones utility average, 
also reaching its high for this 
year, gained 055 point to 120.27. 
Utility Issues, in an uptrend since 
early November, turned noticeably 
brighter as bonks cut their prime 
lending rotes and thereby reduced 
the borrowing costs of corporate 
plant expansion.

THE RED AND THE BLACK 
Report From a French Village

p the Breton village of Ftose- 
vet, there are old people 
stm living who believe the earth 
Is flat, who have never traveled 
even the six miles to the nearest 
arrm ll town, who will not Install 
gas or electricity because they 
are "afraid of Are," and who 
spend the days talking to their 
cows 'as -to friends. Yet in the 
same .village, the teen-agers 
knowledgeably adopt the latest 
fashions in dress and music 
from the Paris Left Bank, over 
85 percent of than stay at 
school tfll eighteen, and some 
are 'folly aa fait with the 'Work- 
ings. of the new French nuclear 
power station not far away. In . 
1950 Plozevet stffl lacked run- 
ning-water and rural homes bad 
no electricity; television did niot 
arrive tm 1953, but by 1965 one 
home in four had already, ac- 
quired a set. 

Such contrasts, and especially 
the social and psychological up- 
heavals caused by Jtoo-sudden . 
modernization, are the subject 
of a book that I found brilliant 
and. fascinating. Prance, as we 
know. Is .today changing rapidly 
from, an .-agricultural to an in- 
dustrial nation; her canfllctebe- 
tween old and new are sharper 
fhcL-n in almost any other West- 
ern country, and It seems' that 
the famfflar French personality 
Is being ., transformed In the 
process. Many books have been . 
written on this subject, spelling 
out tiie relevant facts, that four 
wifiiirm peasants have left' the 
farms since the war;, and so on. 
But very few writers have suc- 
ceeded as Edgar Morin does in 
turning these dry-facts into'ltv- • 
itig human Awnns, by reporting 
tn depth on the lives of those 
most involved, the villagers of 
Prance. . * . 


This eminent sociologist, to~; 
gether with a team of research- 
ers, spent a year <1965-B) ln the- 
eonmrane of - Plhzeret * (here 
thinly disguised under a pseu- 
donym, Plodemet) in - the wild 
Bigouden - region of Brittany's 1 
far west. They had ample funds, 
and managed to Interview near- 
ly all the 3,700- Inhabitants — 
though sometimes they were ac- 
cused of being government spies. . 
The result of their enquiry Is a 
book as engrossing as any novel, 
written in direct, vivid prose 
and. refreshingly free from the 
usual sociological jargon. It has 
been ably, translated By A.M. ' 
Sheridan -Smith , who only oc~ • 
casionaDy dips up in his adapta- 
tion (muscadet is a' dry wine, 
not a sweet-one). 

Morin hi a Marxist, but only 
rarely does he allow this to 
cloud the objectivity of hJs.-ac-. 
count of the struggle between. 
“Reds" .and “Whites” (Lev. 
Catholics) for the soul of Ploze- • 
vet. Indeed,. he is justly full of 
praise for ' the Church's new 
liberal sodal dynamism (one of 
the phenomena - of postwar 
France) and he has few Illusions 
about the spiritual disarray of 
the Left in the same period. But: 
this book Is not really about 
politics. The essence of Its theme 
Is that Plozevet, which “emerg- 
ed from tire Middle Ages at the 
beginning., of this century,” is

modem homes with modem fur- 
niture. They welcome the be- 
lated, consumer revolution that 
since 1950 has brought a flood- 
tide of cars, washing machines 
and other luxuries Into the vC- t 
' lage, turning the decrepit food- ^ 
store into a supermarket and ' 
ending Floze vet’s long feeling of 
isolation. .j 

j Even so, ' there are some ‘ ' 
doubts, and casualties. A minor- 
ity of old people find they can- 
not adapt to the new era, some 
lose their jobs as a result and 
live in bewildered apathy and 
misery: Morin .cites some tragic 
cases. More significantly, the - 
new consumer affluence is de- 
stroying some of the old- sense - 
of community. There are fewer - 
big communal festivities than of ' 
old: people are less neighborly, 
they hug their new domestic - 
comforts in privacy. Television 
has given them, a vast new « 
awareness of the world at large. 

. but. has taken their attention 
from their own village. And with 
all this, basic values . are chang- 
ing too. Marin notes that, for 
the people of Plozevet today, 
♦‘pro^-ess” meansmaterial rather 
than ideological progress, and 
that the old humanistic and cul- 
tural. credo of_50 years ago is 
yielding to a new faith in 
material advance and a greed 
for personal possessions. 

- The trend is common through- 
out the West— but it is fascinat- 
ing, and a little disturbing, to 
observe it in close-up in this 
remote comer of the old con- 
tinent! Plozevet, like the zest of 
Blgoudennle, used to be so indi- 
vidual — In lt£ costumes (such as 
the high lace coifs of the wo- 
men), In its . eating habits 
(cheese,, that most French of __ 
foods, was, strange to say, taboo 
here tUL recently), and in its •' 
folklore and ways of thought. • 
Today it is befog sucked into an 
Increasingly homogeneous mod- - - 
embed’ France that in turn, so 
it seems, is losing some of its old . 
French flavor. Where will it all “ 
Lead? What is the price to be 
paid for prosperity? Edgar Mo- _ 
rih's book left me pondering on ' 
the destiny not only of this one I 
village but of ail our civilization. :

NEW YORK. Dec. 28 (NYT). — Early In the 
year, the large and flamboyant Governor of 
Florida, Claude Kirk, waved an arm at several 
dozen scrubbed young men on the upper dais 
and boomed, "Just look at their haircuts and 
the way they’re dressed. By God. -they’re Amer- 
ica the beautiful. Stand up Met s.” With that 
single gesture, Kirk became the first of seven 
men and one woman to qualify as finalists in 
the selection of Sportsmen of the Year. 

The second person to qualify was one of the 
Mete who stood up. Tug McGraw, a relief 
pitcher. Several minutes after Kirk's dinner 
spe ech, the Mets were given medallions, as 
M cG raw returned to his seat after receiving his, 
he flashed the peace sign. Later, he explained; 
-You know, a lot of ball players would wear 
Jong hair except it's not convenient, it gets in 
the way with th^ cap and sweating so much. 
Just because -weke the world c ha m p ions and 
good baseball players doesn’t mean we’re better 
Americans than, people with long hair.” 

The committee was extremely proud of the 
balancing nature of Its first two selections. 
Later, it summarily rejected an application for 
McGraw’s younger brother, who wrangled witn 
his minor league management for- actually 
wearing long hair. 

Balance was main tained with the third and 
fourth selection; two men who reacted some- 
what differently to the materialism of 1970.

Charles E. Morgan Jr. spent some of his new 
millions on an unsuccessful America’s Cup 
defender. He explained. Tm 40 years old. I’ve 
worked - my tall off, I haven’t had a vacation, 
since I got married in 1956. Why am I doing 
this thing? Why does a man buHd a company 
or race a Ferrari? It’s kind of an American 
thing to do, to do something you really want to 
do. something that might net contribute to the 


sum total of significant human knowledge— hen, 
what does when you break it down?— something 
that lets you fnlfiil your wildest dream." 

The increasing militancy of women athletes 
was not lost on the selection committee, which 
sought to curry favor by qualifying Mrs, Billie 
Jean King, perhaps the country’s most successful 
woman athlete.

It took me four years to get 
a rent-controlled apartment in New York,” 

As expected, the committee disbanded before 
selecting a single sportsman for 1970.

Virginia Wade put Britain ahead 
when she defeated American Ju- 
nior Sharon Walsh, 7-5, 6-4, and 
Ann Jones wrapped up the best- 
of-three series by beating Patti 
Hogan, 6-3, 7-5. 

The Britons teamed up to beat 
the Americans in doubles, 6-4, 6-2. 

It was the first time since Ber- 
lin, 1967, that Britain made 
the final. They were beaten by 
the United States, 3-0, in that 
match. 

All four girls again had great 
difficulty in handling the blustery 
easterly wind which blew across 
court and affected their service.

Art Treasures 
Seized by Nazis 
Still Unclaimed 


VIENNA. Dec. 28 iAP*.— 
Austria's state-run art galleries 
and museums will be the bene- 
ficiaries of valuable paintings 
and other objets d'art seized, 
from private collections by the 
Nazis. unless their rightful 
owners show up prior to a 
Dec. 31 deadline. 

Informed sources said that 
the art treasures, currently 
stored in the vaults of the 
Carthusian monastery of 
Alauerbach near Vienna, are 
worth between 60 and 100 mil- 
lion schillings <52.4 to S4 mil- 
linn*. 

During World War IL some 
10.000 privately - owned paint- 
ings. coin collections, antiques, 
ancient weapons and other art 
objects— many of them Jewish 
property — were taken away by 
the Nazis to be hidden in sev- 
eral mines throughout this 
country. 

In the course of the occupa- 
tion in 1945. the Allied powers 
impounded these treasures for 
later return to the original 
proprietors. According to the 
sources, some 1.500 pieces have 
s j far been returned to 300 in- 
dividuals. 

It was not known how many 
claims are pending for the re- 
maining 8 500 paintings and 
other valuables.

Marking 75 Years of Movies in France

P ARIS, Dec. 28 tNYTi.— The 
movies in France are 75 
years old today. Wlwt is con- 
sidered here the first real mo- 
tion picture was shown on 
Dec. 28. 1895 it the Grand Cafe 
on the corner of Boulevard des 
Capucines and Rue Scribe, a 
stone's throw from the. Opera 
in downtown Paris. 

The film was “Exit From the 
Lumiere Factory in Lyons." The 
entry fee was one franc, and 
38 persons attended. 

Helene Dieudonne. a noted 
actress who Is now 83 years old. 
was among tire viewers of that 
first movie, taken there by her 
father for her eighth birthday. 
She recalled that "evidently the 
projections were very bad and 

syncopated." pJbe said in an in- 
terview in Le Monde. 

“They were tiring to watch." ' 
she said. “Naively we asked, 
ourselves why those people were 
running so fast and seemed in 
such a hurry to leave that fac- 
tory. The public was amused, 
but by no means overwhelmed." 

Before the Grand Cafe, a 
barker had vaunted the spec- 
tacle. shouting at passersby: 
"Come. along, ladies and gentle- 
men. come and sec the cinema- 
tograph of the Brothers Lu- 
miere from Lyons, the inven- 
tion of the day!" 

The "movie theater” was in- 
stalled m a room underneath 
the cafe known as “the Indian 
salon” because it was decorated 
with potted palm trees. After 
the lights went out. the title of 
the film appeared trembling on 
a piece of white doth affixed 
to the wall, projected from a 
kind of magic lantern. 

Shows succeeded each other 
every 10 minutes. The factory 
film was followed by other little 
movies with touching titles, 
such as “The Arrival of a Train

in the Station of La Ciotat.” 
"The Gardener" or “The Fish- 
ing of Gold Fish." 

Also born with the first mo- 
tion picture was what would 
be its name, Le Cinematographs, 
as it is called in French. Louis 
Lumiere. who, with his brother 
Auguste, is credited here with 
the invention of the first work- 
able movie equipment (rather 
than Thomas A. Edison), would 
have preferred calling It the 
"Domitor." or dpmesticator. 

Other proposed names includ- 
ed "Hiauma trope," “Phenakl- 
sticope." “Tachyscope." “Eidolo- 
scope." • “Kinesigraph” and 
“Rinetopraph. derived from 
Greek words for dream, appear- 
ance. picture, image and move- 
ment. with suffixes indicating 
attracting, viewing or depicting. 
But it was "cinematograph" 
that stuck. 


Inevitably, the first movie 
spawned the first film criticism. 
It was- enthusiastic, except that 
the writer for Le Radical 
thought that no one would ever 
be able . to remember . a word 
quite as complicated as cinema- 
tograph. 

Jean de Baroncelli. the emi- 
nent present-day film critic, 
quotes his late colleague on La 
Paste with this flowery com- 
ment on the Lumiere movie: -- 

•This is life itself, movement 
caught in action. Photography 
lias ceased to fix - immobility. 
It perpetuates the image of 
movement. Once those ma- 
chines will have been furnish- 
ed the public, once everybody 
will be enabled to photograph 
those that are dear to him not 
anymore in their immobile form 
but while moving, in the midst - 
of action, with their familiar 


gestures, with, words at the tip 
of their lips, ' then death will 
stop being absolute." 

As to those “words at the 
tip of their lips," they were 
already supplemented by the 
live voice of a commentator in 
the room, soon to be followed 
by the piano player, relegating 
the commentator to the chore 
of producing - rudimentary 
sound effects. 

Also soon to be born was the 
advertising for movies with a 
first poster by the: Lumieres in 
Toulouse-Lautrec style. It show- 
ed underneath a gas lamp an 
appreciative public, complete . 
with a moustached soldier' 
resembling Clemenceau, an -ele- 
gant woman under a feathered., 
hat, an artist sporting a wide- 
- brimmed black headpiece and ' 
a child in his Sunday sailor’s' 
costume. • 

At the end of that historic 
first movie program, a Paris 
theater director named Georges 
Melifes, who became: one -of the 

early film pioneers, asked .an 
old man . with a beard whether ’ 
he could buy the rights to the 
cinematograph- The man was 
the Lumiere brothers*' father, 
Antoine, the Lyons industrialist 
whose factory had just been 
shown. Sony, said Mr. Lumiere^ 
but this Invention is not for 
sale. What’s more,, he added, 
“you should be grateful, be- 
cause for you it would mean 
ruin, it has no commercial' 
future at aU." 

Henri Langlois. founder and 
director of the world’s! richest 
film museum, the Cinematheque 
here, wrote in an appreciation 
of Louis Lumiere (who died in 
1948) that he was unique In 
having at once Invented the. 
equipment, conceived his 7iim$ 
and shot than: 

To Mr. Langlois. “he was all 
at once [to the movies] what 
[in music] were -Mozart, Paga- 
nini and Stradivarius.”

New Yorkers Communicate in New f Language Spanglish 


is 


JEW YORK. . NYT>. — The 
Spanish for “factory,” is 


“la fabrica," right? 

Wrong. 

Wrong, that is. if the language 
in question is tbe Spanish of 
El Barrio— not Castile— the 
everyday substance of life 
among Puerto Ricans in New 
York. In fact, the language Is 
less Spanish than a Spauisli- 
English hybrid known as 
Spanglish. 

The Spanish of each "Span- 
ish-speaking" country contains 
different local idioms. Many 
Puerto Ricans here have adopt- 
ed English words as part of 
their vocabularies. More often, 
they have simply adapted 
English words to the soft 
cadences of Spanish by adding 
a “Spanish -rsounding'' last syl- 
lable. 

Factory, then is “la facloria" 
— not “la fabrica.” 

The nurse, no more “la en- 


fermera,’’ becomes Ta norsa." 
A roof, known in Spain as "el 
teeho.” is known in Spanish 
Harlem as "el rufo." 

This can mean that many 
persons who deal with members 
of the Puerto Rican community 
here find that their formally 
learned college Spanish is of 
bewilderingly limited usefulness. 

This was demonstrated to the 
Spanish department at the New 
School for Social Research here 
by repeated requests from 
teachers, social workers, medical 
personnel and policemen for 
help in learning to understand 
and communicate with Puerto 
Ricans with whom they come 
into contact. 

The department has tried to 
fill this need with a course in 
■'Spanglish," the melange of 
English and Spanish spoken 
here. The course also teaches 
its students the nuances of local 


pronunciation — how to clip the 
endings of words and when to 
omit sibilants. The final "s” in 
“gracias” is sounded in Castil- 
ian Spanish, but in New York 
one says thank you with a. 
‘•gracla." • 

Donna Swain, chairman of 
the .Spanish department, decided 
to make the course truly rep- 
resentative of the living, lan- 
guage of the community, to hire 
young persons — “high-school 
kids who had just graduated”— 
as Instructors. 


One of these instructors is 
Nancy Donato, 19. a June, 1970, 
graduate of Cathedral High 
School and a resident of Eftst 
Harlem, sometimes called “El 
Barrio." Miss Donato teaches 
a class of 23 doctors, teachers 
and social workers the finer 
points of street Spanish. 

She also teaches “standard” 
Spanish so her students could 


learn the correct way. to speak 
at tbe same time that they 
learn how the language is ac- 
tually used. 

The ■ intensive seven-week 
coarse has been criticized as 
mocking the Puerto Rican com- 
munity by El Diaxio-La Prensa, 
one of the city*s standard Span- 
Jsh -language dallies. In a recent 
editorial, the newspaper . ac- 
cused tbe New School of a 
“murder attempt against -one of 
the most beautiful languages in 
the world,” and called tbe 
course “ridiculous.” • 


Miss Donato was not fazed by 
the critic i s m . “They’re condemn- 
ing me for teaching my lan- 
guage” she said.- T speak my 
Spanish, they speak theirs.' 

She described her view using 
“standard” Spanish to the city's 
young Puerto Ricans: “It’s like 
a Texan trying to speak Brit-, 
ish English.” ......
